Theatre Royal, Covent Garden, on 


Garden’s Play |:

* Rich had made a fortune’ out of 
the “Beggar's Opera,” and he 
often afterwards put it.on at 
Covent Garden, as the , play-bills 
tell us. 

The history of the theatre was 
covered fully down to the present 
yenr, In the. nineteenth century 
the operatic traditions of the 
Theatre Royal, which ultimately 
became the Royal Opera,.are shown 

by engravings and photographs of 
the leading singers und by many 
programmes. | 

One of these, for.n performance 
of “Lucrezia Borgia” in 1847, has 
some marginal notes, "Not a nice 
opera, choruses splendid,” is writ- 
ten next to the title.
